DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to show an offset-difference coding process for encoding data in an input data stream 
comprising the steps of: receiving one or more paired input data; wherein for each of the one or 
more paired input data, the encoding process comprises: calculating the difference between the 
two input data; replacing the larger input data with the calculated difference; and encoding the 
calculated difference and the smaller input data as called for in claim 1 ; and wherein if the larger 
input data is statistically larger than the smaller input data, then comparing the calculated 
difference with a predetermined first threshold and encoding the input data in response to 
whether the calculated difference exceeds the predetermined first threshold; and wherein if the 
larger input data is not statistically larger than the smaller input data, then comparing the 
calculated difference with a predetermined second threshold and encoding the input data in 
response to whether the calculated difference exceeds the predetermined second threshold as 
called for in claim 7. Therefore, claims 1-20 are presently allowed.
